1 . This Office Action is response to Applicants' filed Amendment & Response on 
09/30/03. 

2. Claims 1 , 3-22 and 25-33 are pending in this application. 



3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , lines 4 and 5, recites, "operators." It is not clear as to what operators, 
applicant(s) is (are) referring. Applicant(s) is (are) advised to amend the claim 
such as clear explanation is provided to enable one having a ordinary skill in the 
art to make and the use the claim invention. No new matter should be added. 

4. Claim<^2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
steps. See MPEP§ 2172.01. The omitted steps are 

"creating a plurality of output indicators corresponding to each of said operators 
on said visual representation of said network, wherein said output indicators 
visually represent a quantified of said corresponding operators."
